Applicant's arguments are considered, but not persuasive. Claims remain rejected as in the final action. The following notes is provided: 

Applicant has repeated the same argument on claim 1 as per amendment filed on 12/1 1/2006. Examiner has reviewed the claim 1 
rejection, the Response to Arguments as per office action dated 03/08/2007 and applied prior art, i.e. Shandony and Mangat. The claim 
rejection and the Response to Argument are still applicable. 

In addition to argument raised in Amendment filed on 12/1 1/2006, applicant has made a general allegation that Shandony does not teach 
or suggest "for each data source in the multi-user computing environment which permits access by the first hostname, granting access to 
the data source to the one or more users whose directory entries comprise the first hostname and who are seeking access from the host 
having the first hostname". Examiner has reviewed the claim 3 rejection and applied prior art, i.e. Shandony as per office action dated 
03/08/2007. Examiner has found the cited Figure 5 does have the limitation as detailed in column 14, line 47-column 15, line 17 of 
Shandony. 
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
